The best obtainable information points 
to the conclusion what the grandiury has 
caught in its dragnets at least ten persons 
who will have to stand trial on the charge 
of bribery. | 

Of this’ number about five are members ! 
of the legisiature, three of whom are 
senators. The attorney-general .has di- 
rected his efforts, it is believed, to the 
Senate combine, an institution similar to 
the one that existed in the St. Louis House 
of Delegates. This organization was formed 
to dictate and control legislation and it 
came to be known during two sessions as 
“the solid seventeen.’ Occasionally there 
were 18 members. Information has been | 
accumulating srapidiy to show that this 
body was more*strongly intrenched than 
any other combination of men in the 
history of Missouri's legislative assembiies. 

The combine held oregular meetings at 
which the reports of the ‘“‘busiaess” sub- 
eommittee were considered and steering 
delegates for the various bills appointed. 
The scale of prices ranged between $109 
and $1000 per vote, while the man sho 
manipulated the deal was always allowed 
an additienal bonus. 

It appears that the combine early got it 
into its head that small currenc: was too 
bulky to handle, and hence tie enttre 
amount defegnded was always paid over in 
bills of large denomination. This is how 
the $1000 bills became so consp:cuous about 
the state capito! 

Enough has been learned to prove that 
the St. Louis ‘“‘get-rich-quick’’ concerns 
played an important role in trying to sup- 
press icgisiation designed to curtail ther 
operations. It appears these persons put 
up a boodle fund. One senator was so ava- 
Ticious that he refused to accept $500, turn- 
ing down the proposition with the sug- 
gestion? “I ain’t no cheap guy.” This man 
told the ‘“‘get-rioh-quickers”’ that he wanted | 
$1000, and in order to cover up all traces of 
bribery they should make ths sum appear | 
@& am investment. Then when the legis- 
lature adjourned he was to close the deal.

COLD WATERS A SHOCK TO HIM

He Weakens in His Determination 
and Tries to Swim, but Is Nearly 
Drowned When Pulled Out. 


Discouraged by sickness and lack of em- 
p-oyment in a strange city, John Murphy, 
aged 29, who recently arrived in St. Louis 
from Boston, jumped off an embankment 
at the foot of Rutger street Friday noon. 

Murphy tad dec.ded to die in the Mis- 
sissippi, but as the water closed over hm 
he found them so cold it frightened in 
and took away his determination. 

Three men saw his leap and ran to the 
rescue. They were Otto Troehm of 516 
Hickory street, Join Meyers of 508 South 
Eighth street and Edward Schlindmein, 
who lives at the foot of Rutger street. 

Murphy made a feeble attempt to swim, 
but went down a second time and was near- 
ly drowned when the rescuers succeeded 
in pulHng him out. 

He told his story between gasps for 
breath and was taken to the City Hos- 
pital to regain his’ strength. Although un- 
injured his condit.on is that of one who has 
suffered many privations. 

The'embankment from which he plunged 
is 12 feet high and tbe shock of striking 
ihe chi.ly water was too great for the res- 
clution of a half-starved man who hoped 
to slip quiet'y down beneath the surface 
of a warm stream into oblivion. \%

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LONDON’S GIRL "WORKERS. 
_ Those who are interested in the progress of women as wage 
earners will find food for thought in the fact that the British 
postofice now employs 38,103 girls and women as telegraph- 
ists, telephonists, mail sorters, etc. 

This army of women workers has grown rapidly, having 
increased from 972 in 1872 to its present proportions... Over 
10,000 girls have been added in the past six vears. 

The effect of the employment of so many girls and women 
has been to discourage male seekers for work in the gov- 
ernment service. Last year there were 909 candidates for 60 
appointments as girl clerks; 1244 candidates for 161 positions 
as female apprentices in the telegraph department, while for 
ma@le apprentices there were only 255 candidates for 195 va- 
cancies.

The modern cook book has many phrases quite 
wafamiliar te our grandmothers, and likewise re- 
cipes given im current magazines have sauces, 
dressings and relishes with unpronounceable 
Lewes that seem so foreign we are apt to deny 
ourselves many delectable dishes through ignorance 
of their meaning, while the hotel menu, or Dill 
or fare, dismays the timid sow who has no idea 
that frappe is a delight to the palate when one 
in weary. The fellowing list, while not com 
plete, may help inexperienced housekeepers fo & 
better, acquaintance with many appetizing 
dainties. 

AU BLEU, 1 French term applied to fish 
boiled in flavored white wine. 

AU GRAS, dreased with meut gravy. 

AU JUS, in the natural judee or gravy. 
A BOUQUF! OF HERBS is parsley, 
thyme and green onions tied together. 
BAIN-MARIE is either a bath of wine, 
spices and vinegar (English term), or a 
French doubie boiler for keeping sauces 

hot. 

BNCHAMEL, a sauce to serve hot with 
meats made of butter (or drippings), flour, 
white stock and herbs. 

BISQUE, a clear soup made of shellfish. 
BLAZER, a dish under which is a recep- 
tacle for coalp to keep it hot, 
BOUILLON, the common delicate, 

soup of France. 

BORDELAISE, a sauce similar to Beocha- 
mel, with the addition ef half a glass of 
claret. 

BRAISHD MBAT is meat stewed in a 
closely covered pan with bacon, herbs 
er apices. 

CAFE AU LAIT, one-half black coffee and 
one-half hot milk. 

CAFE NOIR, black coffee, usually drunk 
clear at the close of a meal. 

CANAPBES are strips of stale bread, fried 
and spread with seagoned fish or meat 
paste. 

CASSEROLE is a baking dieh, though 
sometimes a form of potatoes or rice sur- 
rounding a meat er oyster stew is termed 
a casserole, though that properly is a— 

CHARTREUSH, which has a covering of 
rice or potatoes put over the stew and 
browned in the oven. 

COLLOPS, slices ef cooked meat fried in 
tomate sauce er in butter. 

CROQUETTES, a base ef cooked meat or

vegetable, mixed with egg, butter and 
seasoning, shaped and dredged with egg 
and bread-crumbs and fried one minute 
in boiling fat. 

CONSOMME, strong, clear meat soup.

CROUTONS, stale bread in one-half-inch 
cubes, browned in a slow ovén for use in 
soup. 

ENTREE, a side dish served with the first 
course. 

ENTREMENT, with the second coufse. 

FILLET OF BEEF, the long strip of ten- 
der meat lying under the loin and rump, 
or parts of this strip. Fillets of fowls 
or fish are small pieces. 

FRICASSHE, any meat fried in a pan and 
dressed with gravy. 

FRAPPE is a chiiled drink without Mquor, 
punch having a light wine added. 

FITTER, any thing encased in batter and 
fried.
